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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
The applicant contends the newly added limitation: 

"wherein the second control system is an operating system" 
is not a new issue requiring further consideration/search since: 

"the amendments amplify issues previously discussed throughout prosecution" 
In response, the examiner does not recall a verbal discussion of this limitation nor can a discussion be found in the prelimingry 
amendment filed 01/03/02 and request for reconsideration filed 04/20/04. Thus, the record does not appear to support applicant's 
contention. 

Applicant further contends: 

"the Office Action also implicitly admits that that neither Morimoto nor Ichiro discloses "activating/launching a program from mobile 
memory, " and relies on Official Notice: "Video.... memory." 

In response, applicant's inference that the examiner admits "Morimoto nor Ichiro discloses "activating/launching a program from mobile 
memory" is wrong. To the contrary, depending upon the definition of "activating/launching" (as questioned in the final Office action) 
Morimoto and Ichiro perform that exact function. That is, program instructions are loaded from mobile memory (i.e. activated/launched) 
and the program instructions are executed within the CPU/projector module. The present invention appears to work this way also while 
performing "activating/launching." Furthermore, as stated in the final Office action: 

"the instant claims do not preclude storing the control program in the internal storage first" 
and, in fact, is precisely how the present invention works upon further review with applicant in the interview dated 08/12/2004. Applicant 
questions the further elaboration of Official notice. As stated in the interview and again here the Official notification presented a scenerio 
common to most video games. The examiner did not and does not rely on this well known prior art to complete the rejection. The well 
known video game scenerio was introduced in response to applicant stating the following in the request for reconsideration: 

"both Morimoto and Ichiro transfer the second control system to internal memory, and activate/launch the second control system 
from the internal memory rather than "activating a second control system stored in the mobile memory, in place of the first control system," 
as recited in claims 1, 5, and 9 (emphasis added)." 

The examiner attempted to give a scenerio where a program is entirely run from a mobile memory/cartridge, however, even under this 
scenerio one or a few instructions are probably first read into intemal memory and then executed. In any event, Morimoto or Ichiro read 
on the claim language in question: 

"activating a second control system stored in the mobile memory, in place of the first control system" 
as this language does not preclude bringing program instructions into the internal memory first before execution.
